John G. McCall was born in Quitman, 
Georgia on July 13, 1917. He graduated 
from Stetson University in 1939 and 
went on to receive his Masters and Doc- 
torate degrees from Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary in Louisville, 
Kentucky. He then did post-graduate 
work at the University of Edinburg. 

Throughout his life, Dr. McCall has 
held many denominational services. 
They include being a member of the 
Mississippi College Board of Trustees, a 
member of the Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention Board and Executive Commit- 


tee, as well as President of the Mississip- 
pi Baptist Convention, a member of the 
Radio and Television Commission of the 
Southern Baptist Convention and other 
various SBC committees. He has also 
served as Assistant Dean and Professor 
of New Testament at Boyce Bible 
School, a division of the Southern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary in Louisville, 
Kentucky. 

From 1943-1946, Dr. McCall served 
as Chaplain of the United States Army. 
He has also held pastorates in Florida, 
Kentucky, and North Carolina, and is 
presently the Pastor Emeritus at First 
Baptist Church of Vicksburg, where he 
served for thirty years. 


Currently, Dr. McCall is Head of the 
Department of Religion and Philosophy 
at Mississippi College where he enjoys 
teaching students about the Bible. Aside 
from his dedication to the students here 
at Mississippi College, he enjoys spend- 
ing time with his family and working in 
the yard. His favorite verse is John 3:16 
(if he had to pick one, that is), and his 
favorite hymn is “Amazing Grace.” 

The epitome of a righteous man, Dr. 
McCall leads a rich and full life; he is 
content. “Blessed are those who hunger 
and thirst for righteousness, for they 
shall be satisfied.” (Matthew 5:6) 
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“Dr. McCall is the most sincere person I’ve ever met, and 
he has a true concern for everyone, especially his stu- 
dents.’’

From their very first day on 
campus, freshman girls are bom- 
barded with posters, signs, and fa- 
vors from the four women’s social 
tribes.

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On January 17, fifteen MC students 
left the Jackson Municipal Airport on 
the adventure of a lifetime — a semester 
of study in London, England.
